WEIGHING OF THE MAILS. 


Computation by the Railroad* in Or- 


der to Obtain Comptnutioit 


for Transportation. 


1 obtained from the post office de- 


partment a statement of the weighing 
of the malls between Qulucy. 111., and 
St. Joseph, Mo., over the Burlington 
route, which runs through the dis- 
trict in which I am specially concern* 
ed. said Mr. Lloyd, of Missouri, In the 
bou*e of representatives recently. I 
find from that statement—they require 
mail %> be weighed for GO consecutive 
days—that there was sent out an ag- 
gregate amount of mail from Quincy, 
starting toward St. Joseph, of 811,- 
000 pounds. Now, there was put on at 
West Qulncy. which is the first station 
after leaving Quincy. 1.360 pounds in 
the 60 days. In order to obtain the 
compensation, they multiply that 811.- 
QOO pounds by the distance between 
Quincy and West Quincy, which is two 
and a half miles. Then they add tht 
1,360 pounds wnich was put on at West 
Qulncy, That serves as a basis for 
computation between West Quincy and 
the next station, which is Palmyra. 
Then multiply that sum by the number 
of miles which 
intervene between 


West Quincy and Palmyra. That de- 
termines the weight for that distance. 
At Palmyra there was a very large 
amount of mail put on and some mail 
taken off. They find the difference be- 
tween the two and add that to the 
amount of madl that was carried be- 
tween West Qulncy 
and 
Palmyra. 


They keep up the process to the end. 
The same course Is pursued on incom- 
ing mail. Then they add these several 
sums together, incoming and outgoing, 
and divide it by the whole distance, or 
206 miles, between Qulncy 
and St 


Joseph, Mo. 


THE BANQUETS OF NERO. 


Were Partaken of declining, a Po- 


sition Singularly Appropriate 


to the Occasions. 


"When Nero dined," said an actor 


recently, "there were three courses, 
eaten lying down, and dances went on, 
or contests of wild beasts, or 
even 


fights of gladiators, and the various 
dishes were brought in to music by 
slaves who danced as they approached. 


"The first course was composed of 


hors d'oeuvres—eggs, British oysters, 
lettuce, olives and so on. To begin a 
meal with eggs still Is popular in 
Italy. 


"The second course comprised all 


the substantial fr»ods. Turbot (a kind 
of giant flounder), peacock, flamingo, 
sucking pig, boar, venison and truffles 
were brought in upon a huge round 
tray carried by four or five dancing 
slaves. 


The third course was the dessert- 


candies, fruits, pastries. 


"The guests at Nero's dinners put on 


dinner dresses of bright colors. They 
lay on couches on their sides, three to 
a couch, and they supported the head 
on the left arm, which, from practice 
grown muscular, endured the 
long, 


hard work of supporting the 
head 


without fatigue. 
They ate with the 


fingers. The table was over a foot dis- 
tant from them, and it was necessary 
when they wanted a fresh handful of 
food—another bit of flamingo or of 
peacock—for them to roll over on their 
stomachs In order to reach It 


"The wines were fine, and they were 


used too freely. In fact, so much wine 
was consumed at these Neronic 
ban- 


quets that if the guests had not com- 
menced to dine lyiag down, they would 
have ended in that attitude undoubt- 
edly." 


Mexico Now Modern. 


The modernizer of Mexico is For- 


flrio Diaz. What a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago was a loosely linked federa- 
tion he has transformed into one of 
the strongest and most highly cen- 
tralized 
governments in the world. 


The great power that has beeu placed 
in the bands of this remarkable ruler 
he has wisely used In a paternal spirit 
for the good of all classes of Mexi- 
can citizens. Railways and telegraphs, 
penetrating every part of the republic;

plied. 
"But the receiver, you see. is 


hung on the left side of the phone. 
Hence you have to use the left ear in 
talking, unless you want to incon- 
venience yourself. 


•'But why is It hung on the left 


side?" she went on. "Was it hung 
there originally because the left ear 
had been found neuter than the right? 
Ah. no. Tne receiver was buug at the 
left, so that the left baud <ould man- 
age iu The right hand, in the early 
days of telephoning, had all it could 
do to turn the crank—round and round 
and round—ding-a-liiig-a-lmg-a- ing— 
don't you remember? 


"Now, the right hand is idle in tele- 


phoning. Therefore, for anyone desir- 
ing it.-lt would be possible to ho!d 
the receiver to the right ear. 
The 


companies should take this fact into 
consideration, and they should hang 
the receiver, not on "the left or rlgnt of 
the Instrument, but dire.-tly in front 
of it. Then we could use, in telephon- 
ing, which ever ear we preferred to."

PENSIONS AND RETIREMENT FOR 


THE LIFESAVERS 


The report of the United States 


IJfesaving Sen-ice for the year 1905 
contains the following paragraph: 


"In the report of the service for 


1904 legislation was strongly advoca- 
ted giving pensions to the 
-widows 


and dependent children of members 
of lifesaving crews losing their lives 
in the line of duty and providing for 
the retirement of those who become 
disabled' from injury or disease in- 
curred in the service or from the in- 


Cirtl Ben-lee examinations 
guard 


this branch of tbe United State* ser- 
vice against political machinations a* 
regards appointments. The neada of 
departments are all men who have 
seen service at tbe foot of the ladder, 
and are entirely coni|»eteut for the 
positions they fill. Tbe morale com- 
plained of is among the men. and me 
dificulty of recruiting the already 
short handed service fioin desirable 
sources Is said to be considerable. 


Prom a financial standpoint, the 


government could well afford to do 
what the lifesavors are known to de- 
sire. The least amount of property 
saved by the men at the stations in 
any one year has been seven million 
dollars' worth, and the expense to 
the government that year was one 
million and three hundred1 thousand 
dollars, leaving a comfortable bal- 
ance in favor of property saved; this 
is saying nothing of the human be- 
ings rescued from death by drown- 
ing, and few are so mercenary as to 
reckon expense where lives are con- 
cerned. The service has saved as 
high as twelve million dollars' worth 
of property for every single million 
expended. 


The country is not getting more for 


money expended in any branch of the 
service than it is in this one. 


The immediate expense to the gov- 


ernment by the bill now pending be- 
fore the Senate would be small. 
There, are thirteen lifesaving districts 
n> the United States, that in this sec- 
tion being; known as the "First Life- 
saving District." In this district on- 
y one man -would be immediately af- 
fected by the passage, and another 
would fall within its pecuniary provis- 
ions within a short 
time 
There 


would not be another for six or seven 
years. In all the thirteen districts, 
probably not over one hundred men 
would be affected. 


But the real effect of the bill's pas- 


sage would, be the improvement of 
morale aimed at. 
Tbe men would 


lave something to look forward to. 
Retirement on three-quarters pay, for 
which the bill provides, would keep 
a class of competent seamen in the 
service who are now leaving it, and 


firmities ofi age. The recommenda- 
tions then made in this regard are 
earnestly renewed. Tbe service has 
been seriously crippled by the loss 
of experienced 
surfmen, 
who 
are 


leaving the crews in constantly in- 
creasing numbers for occupations 
-where the work is less hazardous and 
the pay better. It has become nec- 
essary to fill their places with men 
who, in many instances, are inferior 
in. capacity and character. That the 
morale of the station crews has been 
thus injuriously affected is forciblj 
shown by the growing number of dis- 
missals for cause, those occurring 
diuring the past year being double 
those of the "year preceding. 
It is 


confidently believer that some meas- 
ure of the character referred to -would 
provide an effective remedy for the 
conditions complained of and attract 
to the service and permanently hold 
properly qualified men. This matter 
has been fully discussed in previous 
annual reports, especially in that for 
11904, and it is unnecessary to repeat 
the arguments heretofore made."

evident symptom of trouble usually 
appears when the cheese have been 
on the shelves for a week or so. The 
edge of the cheese cracks or opens, 
generally near the junction of the 
toil or bottom and the side. This 
split continues to increase in length, 
running aroijnd the circumference of 
the cheese, and In severe cases the 
interior of the curd may be forced 
out through this crack. 


This Is of course due to the pres- 


sure of gas within the cheese. Re- 
lief from this pressure occurs at this 


i point because resistance is less here 


than 
elsewhere. 
Sometimes 
the 


cheese "huff "without splitting in this 
way, but generally they do not show 
marked evidence from the outside. 
Usually the cheese have a poor text- 
ure, remain tough and rubbery, even 
when of considerable age. When a 
plug Is drawn or the cheese is cut. 
the gaseous fermentation is usually 
very evident. 
The texture shows 


abundant gas holes of varying size. 
These are always more numerous 
than are to be found in a normal No. 
1 Swiss. Sometimes cheese are found 
that split open on the edge and still 
show a solid body. In all cases, how- 
ever, the flavor is decidedly off, a 
disagreeable sweet taste being ob- 
served. The affected cheese are also 
usually off In color. Very gassy 
cheese are badly bleached. Neither 
do the cheese seem to have the usual 
degree of acidity. 


Investigation showed that the ab- 


i normal fermentation was due to the 
|~pre3errceT>f yeast cells whteh la some 


unknown way bad gained access to 
the milk and had passed into the 


i cheese. 


The trouble appears to be largely 


due to the factory methods and espe- 
cially to the way the whey is handled. 


Where the whey Is held for twen- 


ty-four hours to allow it to sour, so 
as to permit the butter fat to be more 
| thoroughly skimmed, 
yeast organ- 


isms of this type are almost sure to 
develop in greater or less numbers. 
... If the butter fat left in the whey 
after the curd la taken out could be 
removed Immediately or within a 


i short tlme^ no such development as 


this could take place. Such can be 
done by immediate separation of 
the whey in a cream separator. . . . 
The quality of the butter is enough 
better and the 
quantity 
secured 


enough larger to warrant the instal- 
lation of machinery which will do 
this work. Of course, the Installation 
of steam to furnish power could not 
economically be made in the smaller 
factories, but such a course would 
doubtless prove advantageous in the 
long run in the factories where a 
largsr amount of milk is handled. 
Tho present custom of souring the 
whey Is not nearly as satisfactory 
from this point of view as the now 
pretty generally discarded method of

requirements of your community—in- 
stead of placing upon him the burden 
of gratifying your every whim that 
you may be induced to keep at home 
the portion of your money that be- 
longs there in any event. 


We say to you, therefore, that It is 


your duty to yourself 
to purchase 


within your own community 
every 


dollar's worth of goods that it is pos- 
sible for you to buy there at a price 
within reason; that it is your duty 
to yourself to give your home mer- 
chant an opportunity to order goods 
for 
you that he 
may not 
have in 


stock; that It is your duty to your- 
self to help your home merchant en- 
large and widen the scope of his busi- 
ness as rapidly as possible.

As the pasturage on the lower levels 
is both burned with the hot. scorcnlng 
sun and exhausted with pasturing, the 
Hocks are taken up into the higher 
mountains, where there is more moist- 
ure. Again as the deep winter snows 
come on the sheep must be taken down 
out of tlie mountains to escape them. 
During this time they are kept on the 
wooded mesa, where there is 
less 


snow, and a plentiful supply of wood, 
of which there is none on the plains 
below. Year in and year out the Nav- 
ajo flocks are driven back and forth 
from plain to mountain-top, aiesa and 
foothills. 


While the Navajo's life is n wander- 


ing one, he is not what could be called 
a true nomad. His zone of wander- 
ing is limited; on the same grounds 
his father and father's father have 
kept their flocks.

HAVE MELONS IN WINTER. 


Luxury That !• Now Attainable 


Through Modern Horticul- 


tural Frogresa, 


The Increase of our knowledge of 


the vegetable world has givt-n tis many 
good things. Perhaps the most recent 
of these is the winter melon, which la 
now becoming such a 
luxury, and. 


what is still better, an attainable lux- 
ury. The seeds of the winter me!un 
came from Russia, 'mey were placed 
in the hands of a. man who had a 
great reputation as a horticulturist. 
There were two varieties of musk- 
melon and one of watermelon. 
The 


Russian seeds produced an exception- 
ally fine inuskmelon. In flavor they 
are more acceptable than the summer 
kind, far more attractive from an ex- 
terior view, and grow in weight to ~z 
pounds. One of the features of the 
melons is that their luscious flavor 
does not deteriorate as they increase 
in size, as is often the case witu ihe 
summer fruit." The beauty of the win- 
ter melons is that they are in their 
prime in the dead of winter, when the 
snow covers the northern states and 
nature hibernates with the thermom- 
eter in close proximity to zero. 


The melons need only about one 


hundred days in which to mature, so 
that seeds planted the first of May 
will by the first of August produce 
some melons which ripen on the vines. 
The major portion of the crop, how- 
ever, has to ripen after being picked. 
The date of their ripening, depends 
entirely 
upon the temperature in 


which they are stored. If deposited in 
a cool place they will not ripen rouch 
before the first of the year. If the 
melons are desired for an earlier mar- 
ket it is only necessary to place them 
In a room of a living heat.

to Be Deprived of Garrison 
and Support by British 


Go vernment. 


The British war omce has resolved 


to withdraw the entire garrison from 
the little inland 1,400 miles off th«i coast 
of Guinea where Napoleon tiled and 
whore, in recent years, the conquered 
Dcei generals had their habitation. At 
t-rst thought this may seem an insigni- 
Jlcant matter, but, as it will be present- 
ly pointed out in the house o£ coni- 
uoiis,. it means ruin to the peimaxient j 
inhabitants ot St. Helena. 


The total estimated 
value of the 


island's wealth is only $1,000,000, di- 
vided among about 10,000 inhabitants. 
To keep this wealth- productive 
tne 


rarrisou, which in 
normal times 


amounts to nearly 2,000 men, has been 
a most active factor. This will at once 
be seen when it is noted that the im- 
ports, including specie, are usually five 
times the value of the exports, and 
that the expenditure of the island is 
almost double the revenue. 


The presence of the garrison means 


the active annual circulation of over 
$300,000—just sufficient to keep up the 
equilibrium. If this be annihilated the 
products sold to the fhips entered and 
cleared at St. Helena, while possibly 
sufficient to keep the population Irom 
actual want, must curtail to a measur- 
able degree public expenditures, and 
hence the civilization of the island, 
notwithstanding the paltry gram of 
$J,5i>u annually from the home govern- 
ment for education, will inevitably suf- 
fer.

tain fairness to the oppressed Russian 
Jews among them. 


There are about 1,000 Jews all told in, 


Finland, and it is enough to say tb^ 
their position is legally worse thar./m 
Russia itself. Although there wa-j/ni- 
ways a large measure of selt-jr'/pe n-
